A leading national gay rights campaigner 
who provided crucial legal advice for 
several Nottingham residents arrested at 
a mass rally in Rugby in 1984, died in 
London last month from an Aids-related 
illness, 

David James, a solicitor and former 
law centre worker was a leading spirit 
and founding member of GALOP, the gay 
London police monitoring group, founded 
in 1982, to monitor police activities, 
David was representing GALOP in 
Rugby in November 1984 when over 1,000 
people protested that council's anti- 
lesbian and gay employment practices, 
Eighteen people were subsequently 
arrested when they went to aid other 
lesbians and gay men who were trying to 
prevent the police from tearing down 
their banners, 

One of those arrested and later 
acquitted, Richard Me.Cance spoke of the 
importance David James played in 
inspiring confidence in those when first 
arrested, He said: 'David's 

rofessional, calm and caring approach 
elped us to collectively resolve to 
oppose the charges laid against us, 
Our paths have not crossed since then

An actor cradles an injured ankle, 
strapped up for the show, The warm 
applause has subsided, a kleenex or two 
still dabs the eyes; it looks as if the 
play is on target, Outside the rain 
beats down as the shadowy figures of 
actors, turned roadies, dart in and out, 
weighed down with props and lighting 
rigs, This is a life in the day of 
Major Road Theatre Company and their new 
show 'A Plague of Innocence* by Noel 
oreig, METRO 6AY asked the actors what 
the play did for them; 




HRRK CROSHRV; 7 knev very little 
about the play's contents beforehand, 
but vhen I got the script I knev vhere 
it vas coaing froa, In the broader 
sense, it informed ae of the political 
and social connections of RIDS, I 
began to talk about the politics of Rids 
at hoae aore confidently, During I 
rehearsals I aet soaeone vho 
coincidently, vas HIV, so I got first 
hand soae of the issues that I'd not ; 
even thought about, I vas adopted by a i 
vhite aiddle class faaily and grev up in | 
a very aiddle class area, Rt hoae. I've 
alvays been accepted as Hark so I have 
never really questioned ay identity as 
a black gay aan, Paula had a different 
upbringing to ae, I can nov see hov 
subtle racisa can be, 'You're not 
really black, Hark, you could nearly be 
vhite', acquaintances often said. If i 
that kind of coaaent arose again I vould \ 
deal vith it differently, The play has \ 
aade ae think about issues and people 
and about ay self and vho I aa, 1 



PRULR BENHETT: 'The play looks at 

various ainority groups, observing then 
and the vay society treats thea, and 
exploring their coaaon links, Rs a 
black yoaan I believe ve have to forge 
our links that bind us, By highlighting
